Worshipful  a^sj)  Dear  Sir, 

It  is  made  my  duty  to  communicate  to  the  Lodge 
over  which  you  preside,  the  subjoined  resolution,  adopted  by  the  Most 
Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina,  at  its  last  Annual  Com- 
munication. It  is,  therefore,  respectfully  requested  that  you  will  take 
the  earliest  opportunity  to  lay  it  before  the  said  Lodge,  and  urge  the  ne- 
cessity of  a  prompt  compliance  with  its  requisition.  You  will  observe 
that  the  continuance  of  your  chartered  privileges  and  right  in  the  jewels 
and  propcrtj  of  your  Lodge,  are  suspended  upon  the  issue.  The  Grand 
Jjodge  has  been  impelled  to  this  rigid  and  decisive  measure  by  the  gen- 
eral delinquency  of  subordinate  Lodges,  which,  unless  speedily  reme- 
died, must  cause  our  ancient  and  venerable  institution  to  perish  in  this 
State.    It  is  therefore  hoped  and  believed  that  your  regard  for  your  own 
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'Lodge,  and  your  concern  for  the  good  of  Masonry  in  general,  will  in- 
duce you  to  resume,  with  redoubled  zeal  and  diligence,  the  labors  of  the 
craft,  and  punctually  discharge  your  obligations  to  our  Most  Worship- 
ful Grand  Lodge. 

"Should  -  Lodge,  No. 

fail,  however,  to  have  this  claim  adjusted  by  or  at  the  next  Annual 
Communication,  I  hereby  give  the  said  Worshipful  Lodge  notice,  in 
obedience  to  the  command  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  'to  appear,  hy  legal 
representative  or  representatives,  at  the  Annual  Communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina,  to  be  held  for  the  year  1836,  to  show 
cause  why  the  charter,  jewels  and  property  of  said  Lodge  shall  not  be 
forfeited  to  the  Grand  Lodge;  and  if  your  said  Lodge  shall  fail  to  ap- 
pear, by  a  representative  or  representatives,  at  the  time  aforesaid,  the 
charter,  jewels  and  property  thereof  shall  be  held  and  deemed  to  be  for- 
feited.'

'■Resolved,  That  all  subordinate  Lodges  in  this  State  now  in  arrears 
■to  the  Grand  Lodge,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  required  to  have  the  same 
adjusted  by  or  at  the  next 'Annual  Communication;  and  if  any  subordi- 
nate Lodge  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  comply  with  this  resolution,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to  give  such  Lodge  three  months'  no- 
tice to  appear,  by  legal  representative  or  representatives,  at  the  Annual 
Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina,  to  be  held  for 
the  year  1836,  to  show  cause  why  the  charter,  jewels,  and  property  of 
such  Lodge  shall  not  be  forfeited  to  this  Grand  Lodge;  and  if  such 
Lodge  shall  fail  to  appear  by  a  representative  or  representatives  at  the 
time  aforesaid,  the  charter,  jewels  and  property  thereof  shall  be  held 
and  deemed  to  be  forfeited.'

It  also  appears  that  the  aforesaid  Lodges  were,  in  the  year  1835, 
through  the  medium  of  the  mails,  furnished  (each  of  them)  with  a  copy 
of  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  at  iti  Annual  Communication 
held  in  Dec,  1834,  containing  a  copy  of  the  resolution  contained  in  the 
foregoing  Circular;  as  also  in  1836,  in  the  same  way,  with  a  copy  of  the 
proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  Annual  Communication  held  in 
Dec.  1835.  containing  the  said  resolution,  re- resolved  at  (lc  said  meet- 
ing in  1835, 
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Your  committee  are,  therefore,  of  opinion  that,  without  the  further 
action  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  the  aforesaid  Lodges  being  still  delinquent 
and  yet  remaining  unrepresented,  have,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  for- 
feited their  respective  charters,  jev^rels  and  property  to  this  Grand  Lodge. 
In  consequence  vs^hereof,  without  the  interposition  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
it  would  be  the  painful  duty  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  to 
commission  and  send  out  his  agents  for  the  purpose  of  demanding  and 
receiving  the  same. 

In  consideration  of  all  of  which,  and  out  of  the  abundance  of  that 
spirit  of  forbearance,  charity,  brotherly  love  and  affection,  which  char- 
acterizes and  distinguishes  our  ancient  and  honorable  institution  above 
all  others,  and  which  it  is  both  oar  pride  and  pleasure  to  practice  as 
well  as  preach  on  all  proper  occasions,  and  with  the  cherished  and  rea- 
sonable hope  that  this  admonition  may  be  duly  appreciated,  we  beg 
leave  most  respectfully  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  res- 
olution, to  w't: 

Resolved,  That  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  be,  and  he  is 
hereby  authorised  and  requested  to  suspend  the  enforcement  of  the  res- 
olutions of  1834  and  1835,  in  relation  to  the  foregoing  subject,  until 
the  25th  day  ol  Dec.  1837.  And  that  the  Grand  Secretary  give  each 
of  the  aforesaid  Delinquent  Lodges  notice  hereof,  by  transmitting 
through  the  mails  or  otherwise,  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  report  and  this 
resolution.
